EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

a. In claim 1 , AFTER "for subsequ.ent processing or evaluation" in line 26, 
INSERT, on a new line, "wherein the step of storing the instantaneous value of 
the signal is further defined as storing the instantaneous value of the signal only 
moments before the addressed node requires the instantaneous value for the 
subsequent processing or evaluation". 

b. In claim 19, AFTER "for subsequent processing or evaluation" in line 35, 
INSERT, on a new line "wherein said addressed node receives said 
instantaneous value from said hub only moments before said addressed node 
requires said instantaneous value for the subsequent processing or evaluation". 

c. CANCEL claims 70 and 71 . 
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2. The following is an examiner*s statennent of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a system or method as claimed, and as 
supported by the specification, where an instantaneous value of a signal is transmitted 
from a sending node to an addressed node,, through a hub, without being stored in the 
sending node, without being requested by the addressed node, and where the value of 
the signal arrives only moments before the addressed node requires the instantaneous 
value for subsequent processing of evaluation.
